Applicant is advised that the title of the invention has been amended to more accurately 
reflect the invention recited in the claims. The new title is "METHOD FOR TREATMENT OF 
RENAL FAILURE BY CONTINUOUS ADMINISTRATION OF HEPATOCYTE GROWTH 
FACTOR". 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed method for treating renal failure comprising administering an effective 
amount of hepatocyte growth factor by continuous administration is novel and nonobvious. The 
prior art teaches intravenous administration of HGF to mice with acute renal failure (Kawaida et 
al Proc Natl Acad Sci USA 91 ; 4357-4361, 1994). The prior art also teaches continuous 
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administration of HGF to normal Sprague-Dawley rats (Ha-Kawa et al. Jpn Pharmacol Ther 24: 
149-152, 1996). However, there is no motivation to combine the references because the 
intravenous administration of HGF as taught by Kawaida et al results in suppressed BUN and 
creatinine levels and renal regeneration, with no disclosed side effects or problems with the 
treatment. It is noted that Applicant has the right to file divisional or continuation applications to 
protect the inventions in the cancelled claims.
